Venerable Ohio Btatesman len'r;n from
President's Official Family,

TAKES EFFECT WITH CLOSE OF THE DAY

Resignation Taken (e the WMorning
Semnlon of the Cabinet—
Judge Day Succeedn
Mr. Shermnan,

WASHINGTON, April 25, —Another resign-
nation from Lthe cabinei occurred today when
the venerable secretary of state, John Sher-
man, handed in tils resignation to the presl-
dent at a speclal meeting of the cabinet,
cilled together at 10 o'clock, ‘This resiigna-
tioer takes effect with the close of the day,
and with it Mr. Sherman retires from publiz
Iife after & mervice of over forty yeara, em-
bracing the house of representatives, the
United States senate, the secretaryship of
the treasury and the secretary of state. The
reason for the reslgoation la the condition
of the secretary’'s health, which & aow Im-
paired as the result of years of devotion to
the publle service, and the arduous lahbora
of a lifetime, added to age—the venerable
secretary oow belng within a fow days of
75 yearas.

The socretary's resignation was tendered
In a @imple note, tendering to the president
the portfolio entrusted toe him upon the in-

anguration of President McKinley and ask-
Ing that It take effect from the closa of
today. The seorotary was seomn by an As-
soclated Press representative before he want
to the cabinet meeting, but he deelined to
make any statement beyond saying to the
repricsentative that he was carrying with him

hls resignation, and that he might have
something to say later in the day.

The scealon of the cabinet at which Mr.
Sherman’s redvignation was teodered Wwas

called carly this mornleg for the purpoee of
reviewing a message which the president
will transmit to congress today, recommend-
ing that congresa, L the exerclse of the
powers vested in it by the constitution,
formally declara war agalnst the kingdom
of Spain.

Refore the eesslon begam the president an-
nounced that the message would be sent fo
both houscs of congress for immedbiie we-
tion today, probably being cubmitted about
noon,

The resignation of Mr. Sherman
handed to the president at 12:15 o'clock., It
waa observed that Secretary Sherman re-
milned with the president a few minules

Wias

after the members of the cablnet left, The
cabinet sesslon was  concluded at  11:30
o'clock, and five minutes later Becrotary

Sherman left the room and waa driven to the
State department,

At about 11:45 the sccreiary’'s messenger
appeared with the resignation enclosed in a
large white official envelope, As the preal-
dent had stepped out for a few minutes
walk, the messenger returned to the State
department,

Only a moment later the preaident re-
turned, and the State department was so
advised. At 12:15 the mesaenger appeared
with the resignation, and it was taken to
the president In the cabinet room. 1L was
formally aceepted this afternoon,

Thoe letter 8 very brief, only ocoupying
a few lines, tendering his revignation, to talke
effect at as early a day as to suit the presi-
dent’'s convenloace,

Secretary Day will succesd Mr. 8herman.

DAY'S SUCCESSOR.

NEW YORK, Aprll 25.—John Basgett
Mcore, who will be appolnted first assistant
secretary of state to soceeed Judge Days
is Hamilton Pish's professor of Interna-
tional law and diplomacy ia Columbla uni-
versity. He was born about forty years ago
and was graduated from the University of
Virghala 1n 1880,

Immediately after his graduation he stud-
led law with Judge (now Senator) Gray of
Delaware and upon being admitted to the
bar about 1883 entered the State depart-
ment at Washington as a clerk, having ob-
tained the positlen by being ose of the
first in the list on the civil aervice roll, e
at once made a study of international law
and diplomacy and became an authority in
the departmoat. He worked through the
various graies until he was made agsistant
secretary of state.

On May 6, 1801, he acrepted the call to
Columbla university to his present position.
Secretary Blaine obfected to him leaving and
Induced the unlversity to grant hilm leave of
absence for 4 year, #0 that he dld oot aster
Columbia until 1802. Mr. Blaine offered to
make him first assistant secretary, but he
preferred to enter the university.

Two days ago he was telegraphed, calling
him to Washington, Presilent Low advised
him to accept the place and granted him a
vear's leave. President Low sald today that
the walversity could not well spare Mr.
Moore, but It was now a matter of patriot-

ism.

CGANTON, 0., April 25, —Judge Duy, accom-
pamlied by his son Luther, reached Canton
at 10:26 a, m. today. He looked as if in
good health. As he stepped from the train
the Assoclated Press correspondent informed
him of the reslgnation of Secretary Sherman.
When agked If he would accept the place, he
replled simply: “'I will take the matter un-
der consideration.,” While Judge Day de-
clined to talk for publication, the Assoclated
Presa cocrespondent bellevea It can be an-
nounced ns a fact that wnder exlsting cle-
cumstiances Juldge Day wlll accept the secre-
taryship if the president nominates him and
the senate takes favorable action. It is
known here that Judge Day made a great
bualness wacrifice when he accepted the place
of ssalstant secretary of state. He hea not
felt that he could afford to take a cabinet
portfollo, but under present circumstances it
Ln llllm belleved that he feels he ought to
ecline.
